Mins has never come easily for either of us, so we don’t 
want to be without a nest egg. We never want to be in debt 

both for our own sakes and for the sake of the two chil- 
dren we plan to have. 

I’m 30 years old, and work as an accountant. My wife, 
Vickie, is a public health nurse. Just before our wedding in 
1956, we bought a new $15,000 home near Los Angeles. 

At that time, we had to choose between an apartment 
with lovely furniture—or an empty house of our own. We 
took the house, partly because we don’t like apartments and 
partly because we wanted the security a house would give us. 

When we moved in, it was tempting to carpet the floors 
right away, using time payments. It was even harder not 
to use credit to buy some dining room furniture. 

Instead, we waited three years and bought the dining 
set and rugs for cash. Now everything you see in our place 
belongs to us, and not to a store or a finance company. 

Each of us earns about $400 a month, but even with this 
relatively good income, we plan our spending carefully. Ten 
per cent goes to church, for both of us are religious and 
deeply grateful for our education in church schools: 

Then there are the house payment and payments on the 
two economical cars, which we both use in our work. Be- 
yond that, we live on a strictly cash basis. 

That doesn’t mean we have no time to enjoy ourselves. 
We like to do things with friends—group singing, for ex 
ample—and we like to garden and swim. 

If we have an extravagance, I guess it’s entertaining. In- 
stead of sending Christmas cards last December, we had a 
total of 67 people to dinner. Friends who attend our parties 
know they’ll have a good time, and they never expect 
great quantities of expensive food or drink.

especially good at getting dinner on the table quickly after 
work. We dine simply, and since we love home cooking so 
much, we rarely eat out. 

We buy relatively little clothing and insist on quality 
and long wear. Vickie says she’d rather have a few nice 
dresses, use them often, and then eventually give them to 
the church for rummage. 

Most of our spare money goes into savings and common 
stocks. My $15,000 life insurance policy also adds to our 
nest egg. We have a five-acre desert tract on which we 
built a cabin; the property has good investment prospects, 
and we may soon buy a second desert tract. 

What’s the object of our planning? Not to be rich, for we 
can see little point in that. We just want to be solid, and 
above all, independent. To us, that means a lot. 


Vickie and Charles Bolander are career-minded, confi- 
dent, and on the way up financially. They have mapped out 
exactly where they’re going, and how they want to get there. 

They deliberately sacrifice some material goods and con- 
veniences in order to build for the future. They believe 
strongly in their method, and for them, it works. 

But other families, with equally good reason, choose 
other ways to reach their objectives. Another Los Angeles 
couple—Nanci and Dick Shelby, who are strikingly simi- 
lar to the Bolanders in background and income—decided 
to plan their lives in a completely different manner.

Many young couples find their marriages all the better for 
a period of fun, traveling, and enjoying each other’s com- 
pany before the larger responsibilities of family life begin.

Pay is relatively high at first (because of 
competition for their skills), but quite often salaries don’t 
continue to rise at such a rapid rate. 

For example, a survey by the National Society of Profes- 
sional Engineers showed that engineers with less than ten 
years’ experience earned an average of $8,490, and with 
ten to twenty years’ experience, $10,990. But after twenty 
to thirty years, the engineers were drawing $11,700—or 
just $710 more for the extra ten years on the job. 

A moneywise plan for young couples with good incomes 
would involve investing part of the wife’s earnings while 
she is still working. (See story on family saving on page 
34.) The Bolanders have already taken this prudent course, 
and the Shelbys—several years younger—are about to em- 
bark on an investment program of their own.

Erarhons and I wanted a house of our own from the start, 
but it was five years and three children before we could 
afford it. Now we feel we’re just beginning to live. 

We began married life in a sprawling colony of over 350 
apartments in St. Louis County. The rents were reasonable, 
the location fine, and a number of our friends were already 
living in the community. 

When we moved in, late in 1955, the monthly rent for 
two bedrooms was $85. We could have cut the overhead by 
taking a one-bedroom unit, but that extra room has great 
advantages. It provides an extra closet; it can be a study, 
sewing room or guest room. In no time at all, it converts 
to a nursery. 

Luckily, we didn’t have to buy much furniture. My par- 
ents were moving from a large house to a smaller one, and 
offered us a sofa, several chairs, and some rugs they were 
discarding. Another relative gave us an ancient brass bed, 
which looked great after a $10 refinishing. Wedding pres- 
ents included end tables and lamps. At Christmas, our 
families gave us cash for a dining table and chairs. 

Living in the apartment had its good side. All around 
us were people like ourselves, with small babies and not 
much money to spend. We had barbecues on weekends, and 
on summer nights, we sat outdoors together and compared 
notes. Mothers exchanged recipes while airing their chil- 
dren, and fathers got together to play baseball, tennis, and 
touch football.

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below. When our kids dropped toys on the floor, we trem- 
bled for fear they’d call the office and complain. 

Last spring when we learned a third baby was coming, 
we started looking at houses in earnest. There just wasn’t 
room for any more of us, unless someone slept in the hall. 
If we had tried to put a crib in our room, we couldn’t have 
opened the closet door. 

We found our house last June. It was five and a half years 
old—-just the age of our marriage—and cost $18,000. It 
seemed a palace, with three bedrooms, a finished basement 
and a fenced-in back yard. 

We’re glad we started out in an apartment and worked 
hard to buy our home. It means more this way. Our pay- 
ments are now $125 a month, but usually I pay $140 (the 
extra amount is applied to the principal of our loan). We 
used to save money for the house; now we save to reduce the 
mortgage and to educate our children. 


The chief advantage of reniing is mobility. When you 
probably will be moving within several years, renting by- 
passes the initial expenses of buying—closing costs, legal 
charges, and real estate fees upon resale. 

However, rents have gone up faster in recent years than 
the cost of owning a home. And even when your mortgage 
payments, taxes, heat, and maintenance add up to more 
than a monthly apartment rental, the real cost may be less. 
Part of the mortgage payment builds equity, and your in- 
terest and property taxes are deductible from income taxes. 

Home ownership also helps protect a family against in- 
flation. As living costs rise, so does the worth of a well-kept 
home—and it generally holds this value in a recession.

later became the first item of our own in our house. We had 
a hi-fi (Charles’ hobby—he had been assembling sets for 
years), and I already owned a sewing machine. 

After we had been married a year, Charles’ employer 
asked him to spend full days at the plant; he was able to 
make arrangements at Wayne State University to continue 
working toward his degree at night. I was still at my job 
all day then, and going to class at night. 

By then, we decided to quit paying rent and look for a 
house. We found one right away——a story-and-a-half, neat 
and pretty, six years old, on a pleasant, tree-lined street. 
No appliances went with it, but it had what we wanted: 
living/dining room, kitchen, two bedrooms, and bath. The 
upstairs was unfinished—a perfect future project for Charles. 

Our next step was to acquire good appliances. We decided 
to buy one at a time, using the installment plan. 

Our first purchase was a range, which we bought from a 
local chain store on a 90-day cash payment plan. We got an 
ancient refrigerator from Charles’ family, and along with 
the items of furniture we’d already accumulated, we were 
really settled in our own home. 

Oh yes, we simply had to have a second car so I could 
get to my job and do the grocery shopping. (We’d previous- 
ly bought a 1953 sedan from Charles’ uncle.) For $50 cash, 
Charles managed to pick up a 1950 model that we still use. 

After the range was paid for, our credit was established, 
and we took the second step: buying a washing machine on 
the installment plan. Next we took on the installment pur- 
chase of a sofa bed, and now we’re gradually becoming the 
owners of a refrigerator-freezer. 

Even though I’ve been working part-time and going to 
college part-time, we haven’t had household help. This is 
one real benefit of owning a house that’s easy to care for, 
along with the equipment necessary to operate efficiently. 
My housekeeping is down to a system: I clean one room 
each day. It takes only half an hour to straighten the rest 
of the house. 

Our living room has taken on a new look, beginning with 
the storage wall Charles built. A tweed-upholstered sofa 
came from a local department store on the installment plan. 
We bought carpeting with our income tax refund for 1958, 
and two Danish chairs with the refund for 1959. 

We don’t use charge accounts at all, because we would 
rather pay for what we need and not worry about forgotten 
bills. We try to save our money to buy something big, but 
if we decide we absolutely do need something, we make as 
large a down payment as possible—and after that, we pay 
for it as soon as we can. That way, there is often a rebate 
on the carrying charge. 


The Larsons are careful in their installment buying. 
They make their small purchases (and even some of the big 
ones) with cash. When cash isn’t available, they use a 
controlled amount of credit. 

Some families use credit heavily, then must cut buying 
to the bone to catch up on payments. That is a very ex- 
pensive way of budgeting. 

A recent study by the University of Michigan’s Survey 
Research Center found that two out of five people had no 
idea what they paid in finance charges. The Center report- 
ed that this was the first time it had ever found college 
graduates as misinformed as the rest of the public. 

To hold down credit costs and maintain a sound credit 
rating, reserve the use of credit for large purchases. In 
shopping, always compare not only the cost of the item but 
the finance charge as well. And remember that a cash loan 
from a bank or credit union may be lower in cost.

We put the premium

James and Ida Donlan, Pleasantville, New York 


Weve done two things during our married life that have 
brought Ida and me security and freedom from money wor- 
ries. Number one was building our house. Number two was 
taking advantage of all the medical insurance I could get. 

Because of a chest operation several years ago, I was in 
the hospital three weeks and away from my job for three 
months. The bill was $1,500 for the surgeon and $850 for 
the hospital. My insurance paid for every dollar of it and 
also continued most of my pay while I was ill. 

Medical insurance also paid over half the maternity ex- 
penses for our baby, plus extensive dental work for me. 

My company has two health insurance plans—both vol- 
untary. I decided to take both of them. One plan, the Em- 
ployees Mutual Aid Society, insures me (but not my family) 
for hospital, doctor, and dentist bills, X rays, lab services, 
prescriptions, and even convalescent care. 

Mutual Aid is financed by contributions—scaled accord- 
ing to rate of pay—from employees and the company. I 
pay $1.31 a week, which my employer matches. 

This plan also provides sick benefits. When regular com- 
pany sick pay runs out, Mutual Aid provides 80 per cent of 
wages for up to 26 weeks. 

Even before Ida and I were married, I also enrolled in the 
company’s family hospital and surgical plan. I knew this 
would pay a good share of maternity costs later on. 

Right now Ida and I are especially glad we took the fam- 
ily health insurance. Our boy has trouble with his eyes and 
may need an operation. If he does, the family insurance will 
pay part of the cost—probably most of it. 

I pay in full for the family plan. But by buying through 
the company, I get the group rate of $8.72 a month for the 
hospital insurance and $2.88 for the surgical coverage. This 
cuts about 15 per cent from individual rates. 

I also have a medical-payments clause in my auto insur- 
ance. One day when I was carrying lumber in my car, the 
load shifted and struck me in the face. [Turn to page 30

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I needed X rays and emergency treatment, including eleven 
stitches. The medical-payments clause paid the bills. 

There are gaps in our health insurance, though. I par- 
ticularly would like to have my family covered by dental 
insurance, as I am. (The dental care provided for me by 
Mutual Aid is really excellent.) I also would like to have 
insurance covering ordinary doctor visits for the family— 
not just those made at a hospital. 

Meanwhile, we are protected against the most costly ill- 
nesses, and I, as the family wage-earner, have exceptional 
health insurance—all at a reasonable total cost to me of 
$17.28 a month. And if an opportunity ever does come for 
us to have additional family insurance on a group basis 
through the company, I'll be the first in line. 


The Donlans’ experience shows vividly that a young fam- 
ily needs the most comprehensive health insurance it can get. 
It’s risky to insure only against accidents, catastrophes, 
or so-called dread diseases. True, such limited policies are 
cheap. But if uninsured for ordinary health expenses, 
young couples tend to neglect care for themselves while 
trying to cope with the many needs of a new family. 

It’s difficult to budget a sum to set aside for doctors, 
dentists, and hospital care. The average health-care cost 
per person is a little over $100 a year—but you never can 
predict when this is the year you'll need $1,000.

to balance protection for Carolyn and our babies against 
the many expenses we now have. With a new house, there’s 
a big drain on our budget for equipment and furnishings. 

So, for now, we’ve planned our insurance this way: 

First, it’s concentrated on me as head of the family— 
to replace my earnings if anything should happen. 

Second, with small children and only moderate income 
right now, we need the greatest amount of insurance at the 
lowest possible cost. The younger our family, the more pure 
protection we need. Later, as my earnings increase, we may 
be able to add costlier types of insurance. 

I now have about $13,000 in low-premium life insurance. 
I kept my GI policy of $10,000 at the lowest price offered. 
(Right now, I pay only $11 a year.) It is simple term in- 
surance with no cash-surrender value, and the price goes 
up every five years. I can convert to a level-premium type 
—like ordinary or whole-life insurance—any time before 
I reach age 50. But if I don’t convert it, I must drop this 
particular GI policy after that age. 

I also have $2,000 in commercial term insurance that 
costs me $10 a year, plus $1,000 in group insurance from 
my employer. (The latter grows with my earnings.) 

Our family’s insurance is about average for the country, 
but with a third baby coming, it’s not enough. 

If I died, Social Security would pay my family $254 a 
month until the children are 18. But we have to provide 
something on top of that—and also some income after the 
children are 18. At that time, a family’s Social Security 
stops completely till the widow reaches 62. Carolyn might 
face a gap of 17 years without Social Security. 

There are three ways we hope to bolster our protection. 
I have earmarked four per cent of my earnings to buy shares 
in the company I work for. These purchases are a form of 
family “insurance,” too. They will help shield us from in- 
flation, because stock values tend to rise with prices. 

As our family grows, we may buy “mortgage insurance,” 
which is a kind of decreasing term insurance. If I should 
die, it would pay off whatever was left of the mortgage. 

Or we could get some “‘family-income”’ insurance. This is 
really a combination of term insurance (cheap now, but 
more costly as I get older) and ordinary or whole-life insur- 
ance (more costly, but remains at a constant premium and 
has some cash-surrender value). With it, I could provide 
more insurance now, with the privilege of using the cash 
value to buy a retirement annuity later on. 

With small children in the family, Carolyn can’t work, 
and it’s reassuring to know she won’t have to depend on 
her earnings if anything happens to me. With Social Secur- 
ity, plus our growing insurance program and our stock pur- 
chases, Carolyn and the children have good protection. 


Courtney Powell is concentrating his insurance on him- 
self, as many insurance experts recommend for young 
fathers with modest incomes and large responsibilities. 

If a family does want some insurance on mother and the 
children, the recently developed “family policy” will in- 
sure all members at once for little more than the cost of 
whole-life insurance on the father. This insurance is an 
especially good buy for large families, because the cost is 
constant regardless of how many children you have. 

The “family policy’’ is not the same as the “‘family-in- 
come”’ insurance Mr. Powell mentions. The ‘income’ 
policy covers only the husband in the family. 

Your insurance dollars now buy a large range of cov- 
erage. Effort has been made to modernize policies for almost 
every situation.

It helps to know what 


youre saving for

Saving was out of the question when Lou- 
jean and I were married nine years ago. It 
was my last year of college, and my part- 
time job barely paid rent and groceries. 

After graduation, I entered the Navy and 
started bringing home a regular paycheck. 
But saving was still a problem—we were 
having no trouble spending every cent. So 
we decided to set up this budget: 

Rent, 30 per cent; food, 15 per cent; 
church and charity, 10 per cent; personal 
needs, 10 per cent; automobile, 10 per cent; 
entertainment, 5 per cent; miscellaneous (to 
fill in gaps in the other categories), 10 per 
cent; savings, 10 per cent. 

The budget looked perfect on paper, but 
sticking to it proved more difficult. We soon 
learned to do some shuffling between budget 
items (and skip a movie or dinner out now 
and then) in order to hold reasonably close 
to our goal. 

After the service tour was over, we re- 
turned home and began searching for our 
dream house. But our savings wouldn’t cover 
the down payment—nor was my salary as a 
bank trainee enough for a house we liked. 

The logical solution was to buy a smaller 
home and build up an equity in it. So we 
cashed savings bonds and made a down pay- 
ment on a development house. 

Then we changed the character of our 
savings. Part of the old rent and savings 
allowance wasn’t applied against our mort- 
gage; instead it went into a separate savings

account to cover future taxes and insurance. 

As promotions came at the bank, we were 
able to rebuild our savings. We bought addi- 
tional life insurance with retirement benefits, 
and began investing in common stocks that 
had growth potential. (We always bought 
securities we could sell quickly when we 
needed cash later on.) 

After five years, our equity had grown 
enough so we could consider a better home. 
By shopping around, we found a 120-year- 
old place with a lovely river view. 

Gone were our former house, our stocks, 
and the bulk of our savings account. Yet 
these things—together with many hours of 
scraping, sanding, and painting—brought 
us a quality home we can now afford. 

Our savings program today aims at short- 
term items like a new car, major furnish- 
ings, and vacations. We hope to return to 
our stock purchasing soon, and this, to- 
gether with existing life insurance, will be 
our long-term plan for retirement. 


The fact that the Hazels made several changes 
in their savings program is entirely normal. 
Young people with no experience to guide them 
take time to reach a workable plan. 

Savings programs work best when they have 
specific goals. Sometimes it’s best to maintain 
separate accounts for each purpose. One banker 
reports a family with seven different accounts 
in his bank earmarked “‘vacation,”’ ‘‘medical 
reserve,” “‘education,”’ and so on.

Our creditors get 
equal billing! 





John and Lu Daly, Bethesda, Maryland 


Les and I have been reading money-management systems 
since the first week of our marriage. Generally, they seem 
to be just right for people who don’t need to manage. We 
do need to manage. With five children in our family, money 
has plenty of places to go—and it goes! 

In our nine married years, we have gone from recording 
every jot of income and outgo to a carefree philosophy of 
let’s-spend-it-quick-before-it-runs-out. But finally, we’ve 
arrived at a system that works for us. 

We base our record-keeping on two things: confidence in 
each other’s good sense, and a sublime faith that no matter 
how bad a situation is, it could be worse. 

To insure that all our creditors get proper billing, Lu and 
I have developed a series of three-ring notebooks for keep- 
ing our records. The key item is a single sheet in the front 
that lists all our creditors— including Lu, who gets a regular 
monthly allowance for running the house and feeding and 
clothing its occupants. 

This 8x10-inch sheet covers a six-month period; there are 
columns, divided by months, to show us what we owe and 
what we’ve paid. Vertically down the edge of the page, 
we list creditors—regular ones first—grouped by categories 
(department stores, utilities, physicians, and so on). 

In the specific column for each month, we write in ad- 
vance what we’ll owe regularly: monthly payments like the 
mortgage, utility bills, church obligations, as well as quar- 
terly and annual bills like insurance and taxes. 

Tab-marked sections in the notebook afford a handy 
place to store bills. We use a three-hole punch on each bill, 
and clip it in the notebook for the monthly reckoning. So 
far, our punch holes haven’t caused anybody’s billing ma- 
chines to go “‘tilt’—probably because a machine smart 
enough to compute and mail a statement is also wise enough 
to know how lucky the firm is to get paid at all! 

Elsewhere in the notebook, we summarize our income 
from various sources, as well as our spending—both by

The Dalys possess the two essentials for success in money 
handling: mutual goals, and a money-control system. 

Following their advice, you can often detect money 
“‘leaks’’ by comparing each month’s spending with that of 
last month and with the same month a year or two years 
before. That way, you usually can rein in early on extra 
expenses (before they become permanent!). 

Unlike earlier generations, young couples today tend to 
do their budgeting together. Children, especially, are more 
likely to co-operate when they know the family goals than 
when edicts are handed down from above.

To accomplish this, we’ve learned to shop wisely, using 
methods that we’ve found work for us: 

1. I plan our meals a week ahead on the basis of what’s 
plentiful and reasonable. Instead of buying food on impulse 
or guesswork, I regularly scan the ads for specials in near- 
by supermarkets. 

2. We always use a shopping list, to avoid buying extra 
items we don’t really need. We’ve been able to hold our 
food bill down around $15 a week, including cleaning sup- 
plies—even though most of our recreation involves enter- 
taining our friends and family. 

3. Within limits of our storage space, we are bulk buyers. 
I get the economy sizes (when the weight on the package 
tells me it’s really cheaper), and we have an arrangement 
at a pharmacy for bulk prices on certain medicines. Even 
though we order in small amounts, we get a reduced price 
if our purchases reach a certain total in a year. 

4. We try to anticipate future needs at off-season sales 
and clearances. We had our oil tank filled during the sum- 
mer at a saving of a half cent a gallon. Since we almost never 
run out of staples, household articles, or linens, we avoid 
having to pay “everyday” prices. 

Of course, this kind of “advance” and bulk buying does 
take a little capital. We’ve always felt the savings justified 
keeping some money on hand just for this purpose. 

5. Before we shop for major items, we check the product 
quality in magazines and buying guides. We ask a lot of 
questions in the store, too. Some salesmen are surprised to 
find a young couple so interested, but they show us things 
like the differences in foam rubber (we learned there are 
three grades), what makes a good-quality sofa frame, and 
how to spot true value in carpeting. 

6. On large purchases, we comparison-shop at least three 
stores. We may eventually return to the first store, but we 
feel reassured about getting a good buy. Then too, we cer- 
tainly learn a lot more about the merchandise! 

7. We avoid heavy finance charges. If we need to borrow, 
we go to our credit union, because ordinary installment fees 
cut down our buying power—especially in this period when 
we need so many things. 

8. Where possible, we get together with other families to 
cut expenses. We helped organize a group health insurance 
plan for teachers’ families. Soon we expect to take part in 
starting a co-operative neighborhood nursery. 

Smart shopping is far from our primary aim in life, but 
Henry and I certainly find that it makes reaching our goals 
a great deal easier and faster. 


One big reason for the Cassani family’s success has been 
this young husband’s knowledge and interest. Discarding 
the old “table money” technique—an allowance to the wife 
to provision the household as best she can—Henry partici- 
pates actively in the family finantes. In fact, he has built 
up a complete file of his own on money-management arti- 
cles and consumer buying information. 

A family is a miniature business and should be run like 
one. Notice how Margot Cassani’s shopping methods 
make use of the same principles smart businessmen em- 
ploy: planning ahead, buying in bulk, buying at a lower 
price in the off-season, getting competitive prices, insisting 
on quality. 

The. neighborhood co-operative idea, too, is catching on 
in many areas of the country. Young families are joining 
with their friends and neighbors to buy power tools, to 
establish nursery co-ops, to pool orders for fertilizers and 
other garden needs, and even to gain special prices from 
fuel dealers and storm-window installers in return for 
combined neighborhood patronage. 
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Great to give...grand to get...

Our new house is 
100 years old

W. knew we wanted to buy the old house the minute we 
saw it. While our friends thought we were crazy, our neigh- 
bors-to-be were relieved that, at last, someone was going to 
do something with the neighborhood eyesore. 

We saw an appealing charm in the 100-year-old house. 
Roy, my architect husband, also saw clean lines that would 
blend with contemporary design and furnishings. Most ap- 
pealing was the price—less than $10,000— in a fine neigh- 
borhood of older homes costing $20,000 and up. If we were 
going to remodel, we knew we must find a very inexpensive 
house in a good location. 

The decision to remodel—rather than rent, build, or buy 
a newer home—was an easy one for us to make. As an 
architect, Roy would have preferred to design and build a 
new home for us. But we’d been married less than a year; 
Roy had just finished a 3-year stint with the Navy and was 
starting his career with an architectural firm. Our small 
savings were not enough to start us building. 

After a quick check of the subdivision situation, we found 
that newer homes within our price range were too far out 
(we both work in downtown St. Louis) and lacked the space 
and individuality we wanted. 

While we remodeled the downstairs, we lived upstairs— 
entertaining in a bedroom we had turned into a den. When 
the first floor was finished, we decorated the upstairs and 
completely rebuilt the second-floor bathroom. 

Except for plumbing, wiring, and heating, we did all the 
work ourselves during the first two years. After that, we 
had a little more money and less time, so we permitted our- 
selves the luxury of a paperhanger, plasterer, and contrac- 
tor for the brick work at the front entrance.

the time we’d completed one project, we had saved themoney 
for materials for the next. Altogether, we spent about 
$10,000 in remodeling the house—mostly for materials. But 
we now have a home that would cost much more than that 
if a contractor had built it from scratch.

However, we often are asked if we would recommend 
it for others. We say: yes, providing a young couple is 
heavily endowed with patience, perseverance, and helpful 
friends. The pride and sense of achievement that a couple 
can have with the results are rich rewards for the months of 
discomfort, inconvenience, and hard work.

If its neighborhood is not deteriorating, an older home of- 
ten offers several advantages. However, it’s especially im- 
portant to inspect the basic condition of such a house before 
you buy. Roy Killeen is an architect and skilled in judging 
a structure---less-experienced buyers can have a contractor, 
engineer, or architect do the checking, usually for about 
$25-$35. Besides helping you judge the house, this will 
also help you in planning and in price negotiations. 

Defects in an older house which can cost most to correct 
generally are the heating system, plumbing, termite damage 
(if extensive), and water seepage into the basement.

For these first few years, we rented a three-room apartment, 
even though we knew the rent money would “go down the 
drain” as the saying goes. We thought for a long time about 
buying a small house with my GI loan privileges, but finally 
decided that by renting, we could get by with less furniture 
and with no temptation to invest anything extra in a house 
that we wouldn’t want to live in very long. Further, we were 
still uncertain about where we would want to live after I 
graduated and got a permanent job. 

Maryanne took over our savings program and did all she 
could to make our small income go further than our day-io- 
day expenses. During these years, Maryanne’s commercial 
art job provided the bulk of our income. I finished my col- 
lege work in the same field of art on a co-operative program 
where students alternate work periods and school periods. 
This helped our savings, of course, and I did as much free- 
lance art work in addition as I had time for. 

When I graduated from college and got a job as an art di- 
rector for a large corporation, Maryanne stopped working 
and we were ready to quit dreaming and start thinking 
seriously about building our house. 

In order to be sure that we wouldn’t make a mistake, we 
looked at several ready-built houses. We also considered 
buying a big old house and remodeling it—but neither of 
these possibilities offered exactly what we wanted, and we 
decided not to compromise our dream to build. 

First, we looked for a lot and found one that had the 
privacy and general location we wanted. It sloped down at 
the back and was in an area where a Contemporary house 
wouldn’t stick out like a sore thumb. The next step was to 
plan the house to fit the lot. When the plans were almost to 
the “‘jelled’”’ stage, I made a scale model of the house, com- 
plete with furniture, to eliminate any guesswork. 

Armed with the lot, plans, and a little money left over for 
a down payment, we started looking for a loan. Maryanne 
did most of the preliminary work on this step. We didn’t 
take the first deal we could make. As a matter of fact, a 
couple of the lenders we talked to didn’t take to us either. 
They felt our house was too “‘advanced’”’—not conventional 
enough, or Traditional enough. But we did swing a good 
loan without much head banging. 

Like everyone else, we had to give up some of the extras 
we'd hoped for. And, in order to get the most house possible, 
I did all the work I could. This included painting inside and 
out, laying the viny] floors, building the carport storage, and 
building the wood deck. 

But—most important—-we got it! And the happiness we 
get from our house makes us glad we didn’t compromise. 


By building, young couples can usually get, as did the 
Kochs, a house that suits them perfectly, but it will usually 
cost about 10 to 20 per cent more than a house built in a 
~ “subdivision. Generally, you will néed a larger down pay- 
ment for a custom-built house than a tract or other type 
house on which the builder has arranged a mortgage. 

If you want to do your own subcontracting, you can save 
the expense of a general contractor—often 15 per cent of the 
cost of your new home. This means, however, you must as- 
sume full responsibilities, including getting subcontractors 
and seeing that all work is done properly. 

People who are experienced in custom-building recom- 
mend these procedures, whether you have a contractor or not: 
1. Get at least three bids for all contracts. 

2. Have a lawyer draw up all the written agreements. 

3. Before paying a contractor or subcontractor, secure from 
him a lien release signed by the suppliers of the materials. 
This protects you from being required to settle any bills the 
contractor might fail to pay.

N ancy and I, like many thousands of other young 
couples, bought our first house in a development. 
We were moving to Baton Rouge, Louisiana, where 
I had my first “‘real’’ job after graduating from col- 
lege. We had two young children and wanted a place 
that they could call home for a long time. 

Naturally, we were determined to seek out the 
best possible house and subdivision our borrowed 
money could buy. The Baton Rouge area we care- 
fully chose is called Longwood; it has been developed 
by Buddy Eanes, the kind of businessman you'd 
like to have building homes in your town. 

Eanes, a member of the Baton Rouge chapter 
of the National Association of Home Builders, con- 
structs what we think is the right kind of houses in 
the right way. When people like us make the 
decision to buy a home from him, Buddy takes 
the time and trouble to sit down and plan an indi- 
vidualized home which he can develop from a pre- 
fabricated package. 

In these sessions, our own pocketbook was the 
last word—-not the convenience of the mass produc- 
tion methods of the builder. Each house in Long- 
wood has some customizing touch, although all are 
“prefabbed development” houses. At one house, a 
simple fence and post lantern add distinguishing 
charm; in another neighbor’s house, rearranged 
partition walls make a standard floor plan better 
suited to that family’s special needs. 

Even beyond this, Buddy Eanes studied the lot 
we’d chosen and the neighborhood. Then he helped 
us place the house in best relationship both to our 
lot and to the surrounding houses. He does this with 
all his customers in order to make up an interesting 
total neighborhood effect. 

This way, even though many of the houses are of 
the same general size and floor plan, there are no 
“look-alikes” in the whole area; changes in the 
exterior finishes, the roof styles, and special color 
co-ordination make each Longwood family’s home 
a proudly individualized entity. 

Another thing—something we’ve seen so many 
builders disregard—existing trees are carefully pre- 
served, even when it would be a whole lot easier to 
take them out. And when a truck or machine un- 
avoidably damages a tree, one of Eanes’ staff 
“doctors” it immediately. A

t first glance, the Stones’ house may seem 
similar to houses in your community. But 
it’s different in many subtle ways—careful study 
shows what makes it a superior house, and there- 
fore, a good buy. An unsatisfactory house, like 


any other unsatisfactory product, is not a good 


buy at any price—no matter how low. 

Let’s start outside. From the street (below,, 
it looks welcoming and comfortable. There’s no 
excessive trim—just simple shutters to add color 
and life. The L shape of the house gives charm 
and focuses attention on the front door at the in- 
tersection of the two wings. 

The best part of all is the way the plan works. 
From the entry, trace your steps to see how your 


daily comings and goings wouldn’t interfere with 
the use of any of the rooms. And, the bedroom- 
to-bath traffic isn’t visible from any part of the 
house except the bedroom hall. 

The living-dining room (far right) is one large 
space—yet the seating area is private and not 
split up by cross traffic. Access to the screened 
porch is easy from here—through the sliding 
glass door—and from the kitchen. 

The well-planned kitchen has an efficient ar- 
rangement of modern appliances. And there’s 
space for a playpen here, too, in addition to an 
eating area. The laundry area is only a step away 
in the utility room. The convenient carport has 
under-cover entry to both doors.

§ lowe: are many important steps in 
turning your new house into the home 
you want it to be. Outdoors, your first 
two needs are color and shade—and you 
can get both in a hurry. For color, simply 
visit your local nursery, greenhouse, or 
garden center. You'll be amazed at the 
wide choice of color in blooms and foliage 
of plants. For a quick effect, annuals are 
best, followed by perennials, colorful 
shrubs, and evergreens. 

Shade is necessary for more enjoyable 
outdoor living. Of course, trees would be 
ideal for both shade and landscape effect, 
but they just take more time than you 
want to wait. The best bet is to go ahead 
and plant the trees—be sure to select 
sturdy, long-lived varieties—then build 
an overhead structure to provide shade 
and protection for the patio right now. 
You needn’t go overboard—a simple can- 
vas-covered umbrella will help. For great- 
er permanence, wood-, steel-, or alumi- 
num-framed shelters can be set up and 
covered with some type of screening.

When 
selecting plants, be sure they are husky and healthy, with 
good foliage color. Large container-grown trees, shrubs, 
and evergreens are very satisfactory for setting out now 
or at any time the soil is workable.

f you fall into the ranks of most young 
homeowners, your new home is proba- 
bly a development house. You’re proud as 
punch of your investment—and rightly so 
—but you might voice one problem: “How 
to give our house some individuality so it 
won’t look like all the others on the block?”

he first months or years after 
you move into a large, older 
house, that wonderful abundance of 
space can seem less than wonderful. 

But you can do some amazing 
things to help fill those big rooms 
if you have just a little handiness 
and the imagination to back it up.

One of the best solutions is to use 
bold, bright colors on walls, floors, 
and ceilings.

Aim for mobility, 
with emphasis on plants in containers. 

Garden the easiest way you can on 
someone else’s property. Buy pansies in 
bloom (far left), transfer to ornamental 
containers, and keep flowers picked for 
continuous, colorful show. Geraniums 
are always dependable—if not pam- 
pered with too much water and plant 
food. Burro’s tail is striking in a hang- 
ing basket, needs minimum care, and is 
easy to root if you want to increase your 
stock. 

When you’re on the move from home 
to home, choose durable house plants, 
such as dieffenbachia, sansevieria, and 
cut-leaf philodendron (left). They adapt 
to various light conditions you may en- 
counter. Plants scattered here and there 
about the house are often neglected. For 
easier care, group them on the floor, on a 
pebble-lined tray to protect the carpet. 

For quick show, set three plants of 
roses in full bloom, such as this new 
floribunda, County Fair, in a planter 
box (below). Be sure to leave the shrubs 
in their containers so they can be moved 
or replaced by other flowers. Ready- 
made planters are available in a variety 
of designs, or you can make your own. If 
you use wood, choose cypress or red- 
wood; they are resistant to decay. 

Dress up an apartment terrace (right) 
with a few potted plants in flower, and 
you create a comfortable feeling of per- 
manence. Yellow marigolds, red dahlias, 
and white geraniums spark the quiet 
greens of succulents and bamboo. Wo- 
ven reed screening provides privacy, is 
readily dismounted when you move.

Getting going 
in gardening 


One of the most important tools is a 
spring or broom rake ($1.75 to $3.50). 
It’s easy on the grass, while a rigid- 
tined garden rake tends to pull out the 
green stuff by the roots. It’s perfect to 
smooth out gravel—or, by dragging 
the back across the ground, to work in 
newly seeded lawns. Another very use- 
ful starting tool is the 

hand trowel ($1 to $1.75). Try it for 
setting rooted cuttings, small plants, 
and bulbs. It’s fine for stirring ingre- 
dients for soil mixtures, too. A 
garden hose should be long enough to 
reach the far corner of a garden. You 
can choose rubber or plastic. The 
amallest size you should get is 4 inch 
in plastic and % inch in rubber. The 
price will run 10 to 30 cents per lineal 
foot, depending on size and quality. 
Garden sprinklers ($2.50 to $12.50) 
are available for almost any kind of 
watering job, and put lots of water 
where it’s needed. A basic tool for turn- 
ing the soil and planting is the 
long-handled spading shovel ($2.50 to 
$6). Medium weight is preferred. For 
hoeing close-in around plants, a large, 
heavy hoe is too clumsy and damages 
plants. The triangular-shaped 
soil-knife hoe ($1.85 to $2.50) does a 
better job. The rigid teeth of a 

steel bow rake ($1.75 to $4) easily 
breaks down clods in lumpy soil and 
levels soil at the same time. 
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No one could list exactly what it takes to set up a house- 
hold, but here we give advice on what to buy, and average 
prices of good products. Don’t try to follow it to the penny 
—even if you could. This is average, and who is average? 


Hedge shears ($2.50 to $5.75) can 
double as grass shears. Besides keeping 
a hedge trim, they do a good job in 
keeping evergreens and deciduous 
shrubs in line. A pair of 

hand pruning shears ($1.50 to $4.50) 
is needed to keep roses, trees, shrubs, 
and vines in shape. If you have a small 
lawn you'll prefer a 

hand lawn mower ($15 to $35). On the 
medium-size and larger lawns, it’s al- 
most a necessity to have a 

power lawn mower ($75 and up). Reel- 
type mowers do the smoothest job— 
particularly on lawns with steep ter- 
races or banks—but the rotary mower 
can handle tall grass or a rough lawn 
more effectively. Taller grass and 
weeds can be cut down with a 

grass whip ($1 to $2). There are a num- 
ber of other items that will help you as 
your gardening progresses and ex- 
pands. The best lawn care calls for a 
lawn spreader ($7.50 to $20) to apply 
plant food—or to do even seeding. 
Grass shears ($1.75 to $3.25) do a 
speedy trimming job around trees, 
foundations, and walls. Many planting 
beds need a 

turf edger ($2 to $3); keeps outlines of 
borders, walks, and driveways neat 
and straight. Breaking up hard soil 
areas and crusts, around shrubs, flow- 
ers, and vegetables goes fast with a 
standard garden hoe ($2.75 to $3.75) 
ora 

four-tined cultivator, at the same 
price. A convenient tool for roughing 
up ground and turning over soil is the 


spading fork ($2.50 to $4). Bigger 
pruning jobs can be done with a 
small pruning saw ($3 to $4.50) or 
lopping shears ($3.75 to $5.75). If you 
are doing much construction, a 
wheelbarrow ($15 to $25) or a 

cart ($6.50 to $12.50) is useful. A ball 
of string and a level are handy in grad- 
ing and planting. 


First purchases 
in furnishings 


It’s not out of line during the first un- 
mortgaged year or two to spend more 
than one-fourth of your income on 
furnishings. Thus, on a $5000 income, 
you would be buying upwards of $1250. 
Rule-of-thumb percentages are 30 to 
35% for the living room, 15 to 20% for 
the master bedroom, and 10 to 15% 
for the other rooms. As is the case with 
most of your major purchases, be will- 
ing to spend several extra dollars when 
better materials and workmanship are 
at stake. 
Dining table and four chairs in the 
best hardwoods will be $200 and up, 
but if your budget is strict, you could 
make do, for a while, with a card table- 
and-chair set ($30 to $60) or with an 
inexpensive set of outdoor furniture. 
Metal-and-plastic dinette set—(table 
and four chairs, $75 to $150) can be 
used in the dining area at first, and in 
the kitchen later. 
For storage in any room, there are 
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little chests (start at $50) that can be 
lined up in pairs or quartets. For the 
bedroom, the popular 

double dresser ($125 to $179) is the 
item. Be sure, too, to look at 

cedar chests (start at $50). 

You can choose from many wood 
finishes, laminated plastic surfaces, 
and metal-and-plastic combinations in 
occasional tables ($25 to $50). This is 
a term applied to end tables, coffee 
tables, bedside tables, and others. 

For carefree furniture that children 
can live with, consider 
metal-and-plastic casual furniture 
sets (four to six pieces) ($115 to $200). 
Sofa with cushions on the seat and 
back, but with wood arms ($115 to 
$250). Get all the cushioned comfort 
you could want in an 
overstuffed sofa or a 
sofa bed ($200 to $500) in a variety of 
choices. Choices include different fill- 
ings, fabrics, extra length, and section- 
al types. Fabric and filling a choice in 
upholstered lounge chair ($100 to 
$200), too. There are many types of 
armchairs ($45 to $175) causing the 
wide price range here. 

Bedroom furniture in a grouping of 
three pieces would give you a panel 
bed, double dresser, and a chest. In- 
dividually, you might choose 

panel beds ($35 up), or 

bookcase beds ($50 up). The cost of 
twin-bed mattresses ($100 to $150) 
and those for a full-size bed are about 
the same. For the larger beds, the 
supersize bed mattresses ($170 to 
$230) run higher, of course. If you’re 
going to splurge on any furniture 
purchase, it’s wise to put those dollars 
into better beds and mattresses. 

Choosing carpeting will take plenty 
of shopping around. There is so much 
to see—in new colors, designs, and ma- 
terials. You might consider buying a 
fiber or sisal rug now, to use until you 
select carpeting. 

Carpeting ($6.50 to $12 per sq. yard) 
has quite a range in price. To think of 
it in terms of a rug, a 9x12 size could 
range in price from $78 to $155. You 
can choose from sponge rubber, tough 
jute or hair when picking a 

rug pad ($12 to $30, 9x12 size). 

In lamps, cost increases as you add 
convenient extras such as reflectors. 
Large table lamps (start as low as $15, 
go up fast) are a basic need in first 
house or apartment. The simple 
pole lamp (starts at $15) is a good 
choice for renters. 
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Major appliances 
in the kitchen 


The kind of kitchen you want—and 
your space needs—will determine the 
range ($80 to $800) that you will get. 
Many sizes are obtainable in the free- 
standing models—all the way from the 
compact 21-inches up to the wider 40 
inches. Oven sizes vary, too, from 16 
and 20 inches to the super 25-inches 
(inside dimension). You will want to 
consider such features as the oven ro- 
tisserie, top-of-range cooking with 
automatic temperature control or a bi- 
level cooking top where the rear cook- 
ing surfaces are a few inches higher 
than the front ones so that pan handles 
don’t get in the way. Some compact 
and “‘squared-off” ranges can be set 
into a line of base cabinets to give a 
““built-in’”’ look. These come as small as 
2x2 feet in width and depth. A range 
that is a true space-saver is an on-the- 
counter oven with a cooking top that 
folds down from the side. 

Cooking centers ($500 to $800). They 
usually have cabinet-like ovens above 
the cooking surface. They hang on the 
wall, set into the wall, or sit on a 
storage cabinet against the wall for easy 
installation. Typical features include 
stainless steel or hardwood cutting 
counters, single or pair of ovens. Some 
have small freezer base. A cooking cen- 
ter fits a 30- or 40-inch kitchen space. 
Built-in 

ovens and cooking tops offer flexible 
arrangements. You can have a cooking 
top to mount in counter, or one that 
folds back against wall. You have the 
choice of one to six cooking surfaces. 
Also, separate oven locations. All of 
these cooking arrangements are avail- 
able, one way or the other, for gas or 
electricity, depending on your facilities 
and preference. 

Refrigerator-freezers ($170 to $800) 
usually have the small freezer either 
above or below the refrigerator unit. 
Many models require no defrosting, 
only minimum cleaning. Capacities 
range from 9 to 18 cubic feet. Other 
special features might include an auto- 
matic ice-cube maker, adjustable 
shelves, or removable front panels that 
let you match refrigerator to kitchen 
colors. If you want auxiliary refriger- 
ator storage, there’s a 

freezer ($175 to $800) to fit almost any 
space and need. Most upright freezers, 
11- to 18-cubic-foot capacity (385 to 616 





Ibs.), take a 32-inch width and vary in 
depth from 24 to 28 inches. They pair 
with a refrigerator nicely. Top-hinged 
chest freezers range in size from 5 to 23 
cubic feet (179 to 833 Ibs.) in capacity. 
Most of them are standard counter 
height and can provide as much as 6% 
feet of extra counter space. There are 
also 7-cubic-foot swinging door models 
for under the counter. 

Dishwashers ($140 to $430) come in 
three types: mobile models, freestand- 
ing units, and built-ins. You can get 
front- or top-loading mobile models, 
some with a maple cutting-board top; 
others are designed to be built into a 
kitchen later. Freestanding units have 
finished counter top and sides. The 
built-ins can be either front- or top- 
loading, too. Capacities vary from 8 to 
14 standard place settings. There are 
two types of 

waste disposers ($40 to $125). The 
continuous-feed type operates as its 
name indicates. It has a separate 
switch. The top control or lock cover 
models incorporate the on-off switch 
in the cover. The seal, drain, and grind 
positions operate by the cover switch. 


Cleaning starts 
with these 


An inventory of the cleaning closet 
should turn up sponge mops, a broom, 
a dustpan, pails, dust mop, a good sup- 
ply of dustcloths, waxes and cleaners. 
They'll cost $6 to $12. When you 
mechanize your cleaning, as you'll 
want to do soon, you may go out shop- 
ping for a tank or canister 

vacuum cleaner ($65 to $180). The 
best of these do many jobs, have a large 
assortment of attachments. For rug 
cleaning, there’s a nozzle with a fixed 
or floating brush. Some have a revolv- 
ing brush. The upright vacuum clean- 
ers are designed primarily for cleaning 
rugs and carpets; most have adjust- 
ments for piles of different heights. 
Carpet sweepers ($5 to $20) are the 
answer when you want to do a quick 
cleanup job. Some work on hard sur- 
faces as well as on carpets. Some are 
electric powered. 

Floor cleaners and polishers ($30 to 
$80) scrub, rinse, wax, polish, and buff 
hardwood and tile floors. Some take 
on carpet shampooing. You can even 
have a floor polisher with automatic 
liquid dispenser. 
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Set other people’s needs aside, and ask 
yourself what are your requirements 
for attractive family meals, correct and 
capable entertaining. The day of two 
dozen double damask dinner napkins, 
and ornate fish knives is happily over. 
Appraise your needs realistically, use 
what you have on hand, and plan 
sensible additions for a later date. 
Eight china or pottery place settings 
($5 to $25) is a good beginning. This 
will take care of a medium-size party. 
Keep the pattern simple, if any, so 
china will harmonize with later-day 
additions. 

Two vegetable dishes can either match 
or contrast with the china. The 
cream and sugar gives you a chance 
for flair and color. Don’t forget a 
chop plate and a 

16-inch platter. Two oven-to-table 
casserole dishes are useful, pretty. 
You'll find daily use for a large 

salad bowl, and if you get 4 to 8 
individual salad bowls, you can use 
them also for desserts and cereal. 

One teapot will do; pottery please! 
Salt and pepper shakers of course. 
A coffeepot of silver, stainless steel, 
or pewter. Trays are necessary; 

one round tray in silverplate or copper 
is an invaluable help and a 

long serving tray is a must. Popular 
choices are copper, lacquer, or plastic. 
For breakfast, outdoor eating, and the 
loving carelessness of children, try 
4 to 6 place settings of plastic dishes. 
In the line of glassware, get 

8 tumblers for iced and long drinks, 
6 juice glasses, and for dessert, 

6 sherbets; at your party tables, 

6 crystal goblets make leftovers into 
the most festive of foods. A good selec- 
tion of linens includes a 

damask dinner cloth and a set of 

8 matching napkins in your favorite 
color. Get at least two sets of six 
place mats. In drip-dry or washable 
material. As a pep-up for breakfast, 
2 tablecloths of printed or plain drip- 
dry material. Take plenty of time to 
decide on that all-important question 
of silverware. You'll live with your 
pattern a long time! It’s wonderful to 
start out with eight 

5-piece place settings of sterling to 
go with your eight settings of china. 
You can always add more later, but 
you can’t change the style you’ve se- 
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lected. If you entertain crowds, twelve 
5-piece place settings of stainless 
steel or plate is the answer. 
Candlesticks dress up a table. They 
can be in crystal, silver, or to match 
your coffeepot. More of those “nice to 
get” items include 

2 card-table covers with matching 
napkins. You'll find good use for 

4 individual ash trays at the table, 
12 coasters. For centerpieces, get 

1 square or oblong container and a 
pedestal bowl. You will find two 
compotes or candy dishes useful, too. 


First bathroom 
linen needs 


A basic list of linens for the bathrooms 
runs like this: 

12 bath towels and 18 hand towels 
(bath towels about $1.50 to $2 and $.85 
to $1 for hand towels). Also get 

18 washcloths ($.40) and you'll want 
a bath mat and probably a 

shower curtain (about $4 each). An 
extra bath mat would be convenient to 
have. You might also want to have 
miniature terry towels for guests. 


Starting linens 
in the bedroom 


With today’s easier laundering methods 
families need smaller linen supplies. 
Two sets of sheets and pillowcases per 
bed is the minimum, one set in use and 
one set in the laundry. But you'll prob- 
ably want an extra set for guests or in 
the case of illness. Sheets now come in 
a variety of solid colors, floral designs, 
and stripes. This, plus various-priced 
materials available, creates quite a 
range of prices. Here’s a medium price 
range to give an idea: 
Flat sheets, 72x108 inches, the twin- 
bed size, in percale cost about $2.11. 
The same sheet in a solid color might 
be $2.50. A full-size sheet, 81x108 
inches, in a floral design, could cost 
$4.75. A white percale 
fitted bottom sheet, twin size, is about 
$2.37. White percale 
pillowcases cost around $1.23. Rose- 
printed ones would cost about $1.77, 
and if they were Pima-cotton pastel 
shade, they could cost $3. 

In blankets there are many fiber 
blends and colors to choose from, and 


this gives you a wide price range. Usu- 
ally a machine-washable, full-size, 
heavy -weight blanket ($14 to $18) per 
bed is adequate. If your budget will al- 
low it, consider a good medium-priced 
electric blanket (full size with a five- 
year guarantee, about $28). They are 
machine washable, too. 

You should count on one 
pillow (latex- or down-filled, around 
$8) per person, plus a couple of extras. 

On each bed you should put a 
cotton mattress pad and cover ($4 or 
$5 each) and you'll probably want a 
bedspread for each bed, perhaps one of 
the long-time favorites such as tufted 
cotton chenille, quilted cotton, or cor- 
duroy ($9 to $20).

In this area, you'll have to consider 
everything from washer to thimble. 
Conventional wringer washers ($65) 
are semiautomatic, offer mobility; are 
rated according to dry weight of load. 
Generally, standard sizes hold from 5 
to 9 pounds, portables 2 or 3 pounds. 
Automatic washers ($150 to $330). 
Fully automatic washers have preset 
time, temperature for special fabrics. 
Dry-load capacities vary from 9 to 12 
pounds. Both under-the-counter and 
stacking built-in models are available. 
Combination washer and dryers 
($380 to $530) can do the whole opera- 
tion or just wash or dry as you prefer. 
Under-counter models are available. 
Dryers ($93 to $220) can have either 
manual or automatic time and temper- 
ature control for various fabrics. Some 
shut off automatically when the load is 
dry. Choosing an 

iron ($10 to $22) depends on the func- 
tion you need. The standard dry iron 
has temperature control for all fabrics. 
The steam-dry iron is a real boost for 
ironing. A steam iron with added spray 
control dampens clothes as you iron. 
Fill with distilled water, or in some 
models, tap water. With an adjustable. 
ironing table ($4 to $20) you work 
either standing or sitting. Other laun- 
dry helpers you’ll want are: a clothes 
basket or laundry cart, a line and 
clothespins, a drying rack. For soiled 
clothes, you’ll need a hamper or laun- 
dry bag—or several. For general 
clothes storage get plenty of hangers 
and clothes bags. Keep your 

sewing basket near the laundry. Then 
you can repair clothes before washing 
or ironing. Minimum fittings are: a 
variety of needles, darning and sewing 
thread (you can get a basic set of colors 
in a kit), a thimble, scissors (the small 
embroidery size is convenient for re- 
pair work), a tape measure, a six-inch 
steel or plastic rule, a couple of boxes of 
pins, a darning egg, buttons, snaps, 
hooks and eyes. You might keep an as- 
sortment of shoestrings in this basket, 
too. Or keep them in a kit with shoe 
polish and brushes. 

Sewing machines come in two types, 
portable ($50 to $125) and cabinet 
($70 to $300) models. Prices vary be- 
cause of the differences in attachments 
and materials that machines and cabi- 
net are made of.

MAY GARDENING 
WHERE YOU LIVE! 











Northeast 
and Midwest 
Region 





MAY is a busy month, a link between spring and summer. 
Flowering trees and shrubs are now bursting into bloom 
—and you must prepare for the season of roses, summer 
flowers, and vegetables. The Northern gardener stands at 
the crossroads—he must work quickly to insure the summer 
bounty, but he must also show patience. 


Planting time: Frost dates published in your local news- 
papers should be used as guideposts. Remember, unexpect- 
ed cold snaps can raise havoc in your garden. For planting 
dates, I still follow the signs of nature rather than dates on 
the calendar. My tender annuals usually go into the ground 
after petals fall from the apple trees. Half-hardy annuals 
just after the large daffodils are in full bloom. Experience 
alone provides this knowledge—that is just another reason 
I strongly recommend keeping a garden diary. 


Gladiolus: Glads are the 
backbone of a summer garden, 
and if planted correctly, will 
give continuous bloom until 
frost. Start planting them now 
everywhere in our region except 
for northernmost parts, which 
should wait a few more weeks. 
Set corms in groups into the gar- 
den at intervals of 10 days until 
latter part of July. Plan on some 
early-, midseason-, and late- 
blooming varieties. When select- 
ing corms, pass by the large flat 
ones in favor of those with 
height, which I find consistently 
more vigorous. 





Stake and tie peonies to pre- 
vent damage from storms. 


Thinning: Temptation is 
often overwhelming to allow 
more seedlings to grow than the flower bed can support. 
Start thinning soon after the plants break through the 
soil; continue over a period of at least 3 weeks. As the 
seedlings develop, keep checking to make certain only the 
sturdiest plants are allowed to grow. Don’t worry about 
waste of thinned-out seedlings; you can find a spot in the 
corner of the garden or in window boxes for them. 


Chrysanthemums: They’re easy to propagate, and this 
is the time to do it. Simply make a clean cut, slicing off the 
top three inches of stems, then plunge cuttings into a pail of 
water. Fill a flat or box with 3 inches of sand; soak with wa- 
ter and pack tightly. With a pencil, jab holes every 2 inches 
in the sand and insert a cutting in each (bottom leaves re- 
moved). Firm sand around cuttings, soak again, and cover 
flat with newspaper. After two days, remove paper for a 
few hours to provide ventilation and light. By the fifth day, 
you can remove the paper altogether and expose flats to the 
full sun. Cuttings will root in about a month; then set them

directly into the garden. If you get to work right now, you'll 
have flowering plants by autumn. 


Strawberries: About two years ago, I got a look at a 
new strawberry—the Sonjana climbing variety from Ger- 
many—and now, after a season of experimenting with it, I 
recommend it enthusiastically. Aithough not a true climber, 
it can be encouraged by the gardener to make its way up a 
trellis or along a fence. It grows vertically and needs only a 
square foot of soil space, which makes it ideal for patio tubs. 
Not only is it to be recommended for ornamental value, but 
the berries are excellent in flavor and, amazingly, it keeps 
bearing even during the hot months. 


Dahlias: They need not be the garish monsters often seen 
at garden shows. In recent years, a wide selection of varie- 
ties has been developed: dwarfs, tall growers, pompons in 
assorted colors. In the southern part of our region, start 
planting seed outdoors right now; in the north, wait an ad- 
ditional two weeks. You can plant roots or, preferably, 
started plants from nurseries as late as June 1 in the north. 
Both seeds and roots grow with fantastic speed, and with a 
minimum of care, they’ll catch hold very rapidly. Two 
points to remember: always plant in a loose, rich, slightly 
acid soil; and when you cultivate, take care not to disturb 
the surface feeder roots. 


Pool plantings: When the air temperature begins to 
hover around a consistent 70 degrees, it’s time to plant 
tropical lilies in the garden pool. A few varieties of colorful 
lilies can be a high light of the summer garden, but be sure 
you don’t overplant. The pool should be at least 2 feet deep 
and each plant should be allowed 5 feet of surface area. Each 
plant should have its own container—we use plastic ones. 
Fill each container with soil that has been enriched with a 
complete plant food. After setting lily, cover soil surface, 
except for the crown of the plant, with an inch or two of 
gravel. That way you'll discourage fish, snails, and insects 
from disturbing the roots. Only maintenance needed is a 
draining and cleaning of the pool once during the summer, 
removing faded leaves and seed pods, and adding water lost 
by evaporation. 


Reminders: Finish seeding all hardy and semihardy an- 
nuals and vegetables in the southern area by May 1, and 
along the Canadian border by the end of the month. Start 
tender annuals and vegetables a week later in all areas. . . . 
It’s time to begin spraying fungicides to hold down black- 
spot; spray every ten days whether the roses seem to need 
help or not. Treat lilies, phlox, peonies with a fungicide as 
soon as growth begins, to prevent disease problems later 
in the season. . . . Peonies should be staked before a spring 
storm topples them. Use green garden stakes, about four 
of them around a large clump, and twine to prop the plants. 
As the peonies grow taller, add another circle of twine high- 
er on the stakes. . . . If you plan to move any shrubs to an- 
other part of the garden next fall, it is a good idea to prune 
the roots now. Merely insert a sharp spade deep into the soil 
around the shrub. This will encourage new roots close to the 
plant, and transplanting will be easier. . . . If you didn’t 
apply pre-emergence control for crab grass, be on the watch 
for first signs of it. You can easily pull it out with your finger 
tips now, but later, you will have to dig it on your knees. 
. .. Remove faded blooms of bulbs; leave foliage to wither.

delivery. In Omaha and again in Minneapolis, our doctor 
turned out to be warm and understanding. Each physi- 
cian took time for a complete explanation of what to ex- 
pect, and in each case, he was at the hospital well be- 
fore delivery time. 

I divide my pregnancies into four stages—-not accord- 
ing to medical terminology, but by the way I feel. 

During the first few months, I was very pleased with 
myself and felt great. I cleaned house, refinished furni- 
ture, and did a lot of entertaining. There were a few sea- 
sick mornings, but dry soda crackers munched before 
getting up took care of that problem easily. 

Stage two began when I stopped taking stairs two at 
a time, and the reality of our baby was brought home by 
a very lumpy, wriggling middle.

At this stage, Bob handed 
me in and out of cars like a fragile queen. (This is great 
for the morale when there’s nearly 18 pounds more of 
you to move around.) 

The third and most exciting period was actually hav- 
ing our baby. Both times our doctors had agreed that, 
barring complications, I could have a local caudal anes- 
thetic so I wouldn’t miss anything. Labor contractions 
did hurt, to be sure, but they were a small price to pay. 

Bob was in the labor room until the actual time came, 
so he wasn’t the forgotten father you hear about. 

A hospital delivery room is an awe-inspiring sight at 
first, and I was glad I’d had my first peek during a hospi- 
tal-sponsored tour for expectant parents. This feeling of 
confidence helped me decide I wanted to watch both 
Robbie and Elizabeth actually being born. Those mo- 
ments were among the most thrilling in my life. 

Then I began five luxurious hospital days by devour- 
ing a butterscotch sundae and phoning the grandparents. 

Stage four on my personal childbearing timetable 
starts with our newborn’s homecoming and lasts until the 
baby sleeps one whole night without feeding or fuss. 

I’ve discovered two great time and labor savers during 
this period: diaper service and nursing. A couple of 
months of diaper service received as a baby gift saved 
me endless energy when I hadn’t much to spare. 

I enjoyed nursing because it was less nuisance than 
sterilizing a formula, and because I can’t balance a book, 
a bottle, and a baby at the same time. It’s amazing the 
amount of reading I’ve managed to slip in while nursing 
our children.

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‘a damage your car gets from 
dirt, sludge, and grit creeps up on 
you so gradually that it merely 
seems to be normal wear and tear 
Your car just wears out faster than 
you think it should 

Extensive tests by the auto in-

Gasoline filters are now being in- 
stalled on many new cars. When 
you consider that the inside of a 
carburetor must be made as deli-

Oil filters just screw on and off 
for easy replacement, and air fil- 
ters are replaced with the removal 
of only one wing nut. 


Pleated-paper fuel filters, found 
on many models of 1961 cars, are 
new guardians against wear. The 
filter simply fits in the fuel line. 
The whole low-cost unit can be 
changed in a few seconds with a 
pair of pliers. This filter can be 
installed on older cars, too.

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Check the wiring 
before you buy 


When you go house hunting, you'll find that most 
of the older ones have inadequate wiring. 


Get a wiring estimate before closing the deal 


The cost of rewiring can be a relatively minor expense to be put 
off for a year or so after moving in, or it can cost you plenty 
of money and bother as soon as you get around to plugging 
in your toaster. 

Before you make a final decision on any house, have the 
wiring inspected by an electrical contractor and get an esti- 
mate for any rewiring that will be needed. However, there 
are a few points to check while you’re still in the “‘just look- 
ing’’ stage, to determine if rewiring is going to be a major 
factor in your decision about a house. 


Check the number and location of outlets 


Visualize your furniture in the rooms to see if you will have 
enough outlets, properly spaced, to provide light, plus 
power for your appliances. Look for “octopuses” (many 
cords plugged into one outlet) and long extension cords 
along the baseboards. These mean that the family now living 


The service entrance gives a clue 


Look at the wires running from the service pole to the house. 
Are there three or more wires? If there are only two, this 
indicates that the wiring is relatively old fashioned and 
never has been updated with additional circuits. 


The circuit box tells you most 


Find the main circuit box in the house. It will have cither 
fuses or circuit breakers for each electrical circuit. Less than 
five fuses or breakers means that a major addition to the 
wiring will be necessary. In older houses, be suspicious of 
20- or 30-amp fuses in the circuit box. The owner may have 
substituted them for fuses of smaller capacity. 

Also check behind fuses for pennies. Shut off the main 
switch (with the permission of the homeowner, of course) 
and unscrew each fuse. Pennies mean that the circuit in 
question is dangerously overloaded and could cause a fire. 


How does the actual wiring look? 


Check as much of the exposed circuits as you can see. Is all 
wiring below grade in metal conduit? If not, is the existing 
insulation broken or brittle? Often you will find a system 
that has had additional circuits added to the origina! plan. 

This can mean that the house has up-to-date wiring or it 
might simply mean that 220-volt circuits have been added 
for special appliances while the rest of the electrical load is 
carried by the same old too-few circuits. 

There are two ways to tell which of these things has hap- 
pened. If there are only one or two new circuits, they are 
probably 220 volts. Even if they are 110 volts, adding one 
or two more circuits to an old system is only a stopgap. 


Also, the circuit box will usually have a printed indica- 
tion of the size and use of the circuits controlled by it, and 
sometimes, a diagram of all the circuits in the house.

Insurance 


Insurance protection for your house- 
hold goods is not automatic, even 
though your mover is advertised as 
bonded and insured. Movers are re- 
quired to limit their liability for 
household goods to 30c per pound, 
per article. You should, of course, 
buy additional coverage for all forms 
of loss or damage; this costs only 
about 50c per $100 of value. 

If you find, upon arrival at your 
new home, that you do have some 
loss or damage, make a notation of 
this on the release, signed by both 
you and the mover’s agent. Your 
mover will help you submit claims. 


Payment for the move 


Moving is a cash proposition. Be- 
fore unloading can start at your des- 
tination, you must pay the driver in 
cash or certified check, unless you 
and your mover have made other 
arrangements previously. It is im- 
portant to have these arrangements 
made in advance, even if your em- 
ployer is paying for move. You

might get stuck with the bill any- 
way, temporarily at least. 

Movers operate on a tight sched- 
ule, so you must be at your new 
home, cash in hand, when the mover 
arrives. If he can’t unload in a rea- 
sonable length of time, he can put 
your goods into transit storage with 
a minimum 30-day charge, plus the 
cost of moving it to your home from 
the warehouse later. Impossible as 
this seems, it happens with distress- 
ing frequency. 

Local moving arrangements are 
not so critical, but the mover will 
wait around at full hourly rates 
with his men until you pay him. 


Seme tips on packing 


If you want to save money packing 
your own goods, buy materials from 
moving companies, even if you do 
the actual moving yourself. Also 
collect strong boxes and cartons 
from grocery and other stores. Boxes 
should be unBroken, with four flaps 
for sealing. Collect old newspapers, 
which make excellent packing. 

Never let the weight of a box ex- 
ceed 50 pounds. Make sure that 
boxes are big enough to allow plenty 
of packing material around the arti- 
cles packed inside. Don’t leave any- 
thing in furniture drawers. They 
aren’t made to take the strain. 
Don’t move inflammables, acids, or 
any other thing that could start a 
fire or make a stain if spilled. 

Despite the savings in labor costs, 
it just deesn’t pay to pack your own 
china and other easily broken items 

except for a local move when you 
can move these items a few at a time 
in your car. This also holds true for 
record players and television sets. 
Some moving insurance is invali- 
dated, too, if the packing isn’t done 
by professionals, so check first.

A slender, 
gray, energetic man, now 70, Re- 
naud and his wife, Simone, have 
very strong personal associations 
with the unforgettable dawn of 
June 6th and its aftermath. Like 
many Europeans who helped 
Americans during the war, they 
can show you hundreds of Christ- 
mas cards, letters, and photographs 
of wartime Gls and their families 
with whom they've kept in touch 
all these vears. Many of the newer 
photographs are of children, sons 
and daughters of the paratroopers. 
The Renauds have invitations to 
visit friends from every 
state of the Union 

M. Renaud tells visitors about 
the fire in M. Hairon’s house, near 
the church, that started, probably 
from an incendiary bomb, just as

the paratroopers were dropping, 
and how the entire town gathered 
here in the square to watch.

While the D-Day forces were 
pushing east through Normandy 
and south in their sweep of Brit- 
tany, another attack, code-name 
“Dragoon,” was being planned 
against southern France. If vou 
were there on the dawn of August 
15th, you remember spattering up 
on to the beaches around St. Tro- 
pez or Cape Cavalaire to the west 
or Cape Sardineau to the east after 
what the public relations boys and 
the divisional histories later called 
the best co-ordinated landing of 
the war 

In some places--around Ste 
Maxime, for instance, which had 
been cleared by naval guns and 
dive bombers and devastating fire 
from the 30-rocket British LSTs 
French civilians met you on the 
beach with melons in their hands 
and joy in their hearts. But other 
spots were zeroed in by German 
Eighty-Eights, and there were 
“Jerry” OPs set up in the attics of

And vou re- 
member destroved pillboxes 
German foxholes dug among th 
grape arbors, and booby-trapped 
wooden posts set up to ¢ omphe ate 
the landing of airborne troops and 
impede the advance of the inlantry 
Happily, the atmosphere and 
scencr’ are now more convivial 
St. Tropez—known familiarly as 
ie lro has become Brigitte 
Bardotland, where the bikini reigns 
supreme and where the most heart- 
breakingly beautiful litde girls from 
Paris parade along your old beach- 
es and boardwalks. Brigitte herself 
started the mode for St. Tro. and 
was soon followed by Francoise Sa- 
gan and all the bright young rebels 
of France. Then came the tlood 
of vacationing American, British 
Swedish, and German rebels 
Toda‘ ri approachncs oO tie 
Dragoon be aches. alone the labled 
Riviera coast, surpass the wildest 
GI dreams of postwar France. You 
spin along through sun-and-sea- 
sprayed, ru h-looking towns framed 
in palm trees and white sands and 
pink Villas. and the names all 
sound familiar: Cannes, Antibes 
Jouan-les-Pins, Cap Ferrat, St 
Raphael, Ste. Maxime, Nice Sut 
the prize of the lot is definitely St 
Tro. This is where postwar youth 
reigns supreme. You sit on the 
beach now, think of your age. and 
admire the bikini parade. Then, il 
vou can aflord vourself a semi- 
maudlin thought, you realize that 
many of these delectable children 
would not be here today if you and 
others like vou had not fought in 
this town. had not won your lor- 
gotte n old war 
THE VOSGES MOUN- 
TAINS spell winter in the way 
that the Rivicra spells summer. It 
as a diflerent kind of war here 
from the swilt summer rush up [rom 
southern France. The snow was al- 
ready as thick as Christrnas flakes 
on November 14th when the Fran- 
co-American drive north and cast 
began. Twisted mountain roads 
were banked high with snow. and 
tanks fought for possession ol 180- 
lated huts that no one, except per- 
haps poets or hermits could pos- 


sibly have wanted. Tall pine trees 


often cut off the thin winter sun, 
and the French Moroccan troops 
with their easy grins and gold 
teeth, shivered in the unaccus- 
tomed cold 

Returning now to the Vosges in 
the same dead of winter. you first 
see the mountains around St. Die 
a quiet, windswept town dipped in 
foothills. From the distance. they 
look gentle Snow at the peaks 
seems merely picturesque. But 
when you are closer, driving among 
them, the mountains are just as 
crue! and harsh as you remember 
hem from the last time. Roads 
curve endlessly and run with ice 
Snowbanks, sometimes six feet 
high, stretch for miles. When vou 
try to brake vour car to see a lone- 
ly Resistance plaque, you’re more 
likely than not to skid fifty yards 
and land in a soft snowbank 

There is also an endless empti- 
ness. The pines are even taller and 
straighter than you remember 
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wim aid } i acre hou 
the lonely road stand the un- 
touched. snow-banked ruins of an 
isolated house fought over 17 vears 
ago. The scenery is beautiful, and 
you'd like to return in the summer 
but vour greatest emotion, now as 
then. is the dread of being caught 
here after nightfall 

The famous “Colmar Pocket 
lies on the eastern side of the Vase 
yes y ou rete mibet how it Stuc k out 
all that winter like a bloated bal- 
loon into Allied territory. You re 
member also how, in late January 
1945, French and American troops 
moving south from Strasbourg and 
Selestat, split up at an absolutely 
demolished town called Ostheim 
and converged in an arc onto 
the city of Colmar. some cight 
miles away Most ol the villages 
within the arc Ammerschwihr 
Bennwihr, Sigolsheim, Schoppen- 
wihr—were destroyed during the 
ensuing battles 

Now you discover that Ostheim 
is an anonymous town of stucco 
houses that vou'd pass by in a mo- 
ment i you were an ordinary tour- 
ist speeding down the main 
Strasbourg-Colmar autoroute. Just 
olf the main road, however, in the 
center of the town, an unusual 
monument sits in a neat, gravel- 
topped area of about 300 “juare 
yards. It consists of an entire side 
wall of a house-—-one of many that 
once cove red the arca, no doubt 
on which there hangs a_ plaque 
with a list of the town’s dead: in 
World War One. World War Two 
de portees during World War Two 
in Indochina. and in Algeria 

The side road down from Obst- 
heim — the same one you traveled 
last time if you were a member of 
the Third. Twenty-Righth, or Sev 
enty-Fifth Infantry Divisions, or 
the Twelfth Armored--is known 
today as the “wine route From 
Mittelwehr on. the fields are full 
of vinevards and the streets of re- 
built towns are lined with tasting 
bars. This is the home of the fa- 
mous white wines of Alsace 

Each town is crammed with 
stucco houses. and each tries to 
outdo the next in the artistry and 
imagination of its rebuilt churches 
and war monument. The hillside 
at Sigolshcim, once a shambles 
where you may have dug your last 
foxhole before entering Colmar, is 
now overrun with vines. The single 
war ruin of the whole area is at the 
entrance to Ammerschwihr a 
small, shrapnel-pocked house that 
sits by itself surrounded by rubble 
It is both a reminder of the town’s 
painful past and the local derelict 

COLMAR itself which vou 
probably remember in terms of 
jeeps and half-tracks and tanks 
that became choked in the narrow 
prehistoric-looking streets——-is now 
a quiet city with something of the 
appearance of a German-side-ol- 
the-Rhine castle town. The Old 
Citv i as narrow-walled and 
hemmed in as a jungle. and the 
new part seems strange without 
Gls The Cham de Var the 
large grassy square in the center ol 
town that you remember being as 
busv as the Champs-Elysees in Paris 

is just an open space now. At its 
lower end, a graveled area of some 
200 square yards does duty as a

Strangest of all to any- 
one who fought here, the cars 
now are civilian—mingled Ger- 
man and American makes. 

DIJON, 100 miles west and 
south of Colmar, was a city you 
were taken to in a jouncing ambu- 
lance. It was raining, and you re- 
member the French girls in slickers 
receding through the rear door 
that kept banging open. The right 
arm of the man in the litter above 
you flopped down into the empty 
air every now and again, and with 
deliberate motions you pushed it 
back up onto his chest. Then there 
was the 36th General Hospital, be- 
hind old stone walls—and that was 
all you ever saw of Dijon. 

The 36th General was an old 
French artillery barracks called 
“Quartier Junot,’ some twenty 
buildings of reddish stone plus 
dozens of makeshift American bar- 
racks and Quonset huts. There was 
a large administration building, 
too, where your litter was set onto 
the corridor for what seemed hours 
while one of the wardboys played 
Frank Sinatra records over the 
p.a. system 

You remember your first opera- 
tion, when they gave you a spinal 
and you were witty as all get- 
out with a very beautiful nurse 
who had curly chestnut hair. For 
weeks afterwards, when they 
wheeled you down the corridors, 
you searched every passing nurse’s 
face but could never find het 
again. You remember that your 
ward was in one of the wooden 
buildings that had cement floors 
and were connected by covered 
ramps. When the doctors came 
through, they were followed by a 
retinue of nurses and wardboys 
and physiotherapists and shot-giv- 
ers and notebook-holders. There 
was a small theater, where the 
movies started every night after 
4:45 p.m. chow. One of the old 
stables, where the artillery horses 
had been quartered, had been con- 
verted into a chapel, and two of 
them had been ramped together 
into a Red Cross building. 

Now, many years later, you dis- 
cover that the hospital site is on the 
northern edge of town, opposite a 
small, tumble-down factory that 
makes the mustard for which Di- 
jon is famous. There is a large sign 
over the gate of the ex-hospital 
with the words ““Caserne Junot,” and 
underneath some words in Arabic. 
For this is now a post of the French 
Army—specifically of the Fifth 
Regiment of Moroccan Tiraillieurs 

The Fifth Moroccan Tiraillieurs 
turns out to be the famous goumuers 
outfit that fought at Cassino and 
captured Hitler’s “Eagle's Nest” 
at Berchtesgaden, and whose al- 
ways-smiling, innocent-looking 
men, during the fighting in Tu- 
nisia, would strip down to loin 
cloths, smear their bodies with 
camel grease, put knives between 
their teeth, and slip between ene- 
my lines at night. Morocco has 
since become independent of 
France, but these men elected to

stay in the French Army until 
their tours of duty are over. 

The buildings are still scattered 
over a considerable spread of land 
and are still red brick, but some- 
how newer looking. A few areas, 
where your old wooden wards once 
stood, are unexpectedly open, all 
graveled down with military neat- 
ness. All the temporary American 
buildings have long since been torn 
down. The ramps between the 
buildings, of course, are also gone 
now, but there are several places 
where you can trace out their ce- 
ment floors. These sit out in the 
middle of various parade grounds, 
and the Arab soldiers think they 
have something to do with the 
horse-drawn artillery that were 
quartered here between the two 
World Wars. 

The theatre still stands. It has 
been whitewashed on the outside 
and has a sign saying “Cinema” 
overhead. But inside there’s not a 
single sign, not “Latrine”’ or “‘First 
Six Rows For Officers Only” or 
*“No Smoking”’ or anything else in 
English that would point to its 
former occupants. 

PARIS of the three-day pass, 
whether you went there wounded 
or whole and from one battlefield 
or another, is a vivid wartime mem- 
ory. This was a city of magic and 
harshness, where you tipped wait- 
ers with cigarettes and could see 
the Mona Lisa, where Chevalier 
sang, where the streets were mo- 
nopolized by velo-taxis and military 
traffic, where the music halls were 
so cold you could see the breaths 
of the dancers, where you could 
sleep between sheets in Army-run 
hotels, where riding in the un- 
washed metro was an olfactory ad- 
venture, and where you could sit 
at sidewalk cafes in the one un- 
bombed capital of Europe and 
drink very new-tasting white wine 
and feel, somehow, that you had 
recaptured civilian life. 

Walking down the Champs-Ely- 
sees today, you are assailed every- 
where by memories and the air 
of shining prosperity. It is still 
a steady stream of people going up 
and down, some with purpose, 
some without, but now they have 
no uniforms. 

Across from the Arc de Triomphe, 
the old Hotel Astoria, once General 
Eisenhower's headquarters, is now 
occupied by an advertising firm. 
Its downstairs is devoted to Le 
Drugstore des Champs-Elysees, a 
complex of inspired Gallic boutiques 
that make up the world’s most 
glamorous drugstore and is also 
undoubtedly the most spectacular 
example of Americanization you 
see anywhere on your tour. Be- 
vond that, there’s Mimi Pinson, 
the Roseland-style dancehall, still 
going full blast (but the dancing is 
Latin-American now rather than 
jitterbug); some very American- 
looking snack bars; a chicken-in- 
the-window rotisserie ; a hamburg- 
er-and-milkshake establishment in 
the Lido arcade; and France’s first 
bowling alley.

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But some parts of Paris don’t 
change. Remember Pigalle, “Pig 
Alley?” It’s still pretty much as it 
was in the old days and still in the 
handsof GIs—though today they’ re 
mostly teen-agers, Like their pred- 
ecessors, they stay at casual room- 
ing houses here, drink in raucous 
bars, have girls (who might be 
baby sisters or even daughters of 
the girls you knew), and see very 
little of the Louvre or Notre Dame 
or the bookstalls along the Seine 

IN EASTERN FRANCE, 
where the rise and fall of the foot- 
hills of the Ardennes Mountains 
begins, the land is covered with 
forests of young trees-—chestnut, 
beech, pine, hazel--that have re- 
placed the destroyed trees of wat 
Every so often, you see a rusty 
pillbox or high fortified tower 

rhe twisting path of the Meuse 
River hugs high slate mountains, 
and on its far side there are hills 
and pine forests right up to the 
border. This is the river the Ger- 
mans were heading for during the 
Battle of the Bulge. Now it is slue- 
gish, never more than 100 yards 
wide, unmindful of its place in 
history 

Just across the border into Bel- 
gium, a Sherman tank is parked 
casually along the road. A small 
plaque on it says that it is a gift of 


the U. S. Army to the veterans of 


Hermeton-sur-Meuse to commem- 
orate an American victory on this 
spot. This is written in faded white- 
wash on the side of the tank 
but the outfit is not noted 

Another tank is parked farther 
north into Belgium, just outside 
the town of Celles. Its marker bears 
the stark words Here the Von 
Rundstedt Offensive Was Halted 
on 24 December 1944.” There is 
moss growing out of the vehick 
and its hinges and apertures are 
coated with rust 

*BASTOGNE,”’ a sign reads 
some 10 miles beyond Rochefort 
on a drive through a beautiful 
forest of rushing trout streams and 
picturesque country inns The 
road enters a forest full of strangely 
shattered trees, some lying impo- 
tently on their sides, others split 
into wild, jigsaw puzzle shapes 
Che peaceful main square of the 
town, now called “Place du General 
McAuliffe,’ is dominated by a 
Sherman tank and a big sign show- 
ing the way to the “Nuts Museum 

If you were here any time before 
the Offensive, vou remember this 
square as a shaded area of tall 
linden trees, and if you were here 
any time after December 18, 1944, 
you remember it as a sea of splinters 
peering up through thick snow, 
and of trucks, jeeps, ambulances, 
and tanks churning the slush into 
mud. But now the square is com- 
pletely bare, the ground graveled 
down for a parking lot 

When the Bulge fighting finally 
receded past Bastogne, only two 
buildings around the square were 
reparable ; all the rest you see now 
were built from the ground up 
four or five cafes, three or four 
restaurants. some clothing stores, 
and some souvenir shops selling 
American Eagle badges with the 
name “Bastogne” on them 

The museum consists of two 
rooms on separate floors—one

called the ““American Room,” the 
other the “German Room’”’—each 
containing a mixed bag of uni- 
forms, insignia, guns, and equip- 
ment of the respective armies. Maps 
show the course of the fighting, 
and there are photographs of troops 
in motion, tanks in the snow, 
generals being decorated or shak- 
ing one another's hand. 

Next door is the Cafe 
owned by Madame Marie Colart, 
a handsome widow now about 45 
She and her husband picked up, 
outfitted, hid, and passed on to the 
next Resistance group dozens of 
soldiers during the Battle of the 
Bulge. Some were never heard 
from again; others, it turned out, 
were captured or killed ; still others 
reached safety and wrote letters of 
thanks after the war 

Casually rolled up among these 
letters, Mme. Colart has commen- 
dations to her husband and herself 
from the governments of Belgium, 
Luxembourg, Great Britain, and 
the United States. The American 
one is signed by Dwight Eisen- 
hower, as commanding general, 
and reads: “The President of the 
United States of America has di- 
rected me to express to Jean Colart 
the gratitude and appreciation of 
the American people for his gallant 
services in assisting the escape of 
Allied soldiers from the enemy.” 
Tell her she should have these cer- 
tificates framed and she merely 
shrugs and says. “Perhaps, some- 
day.” 

At General McAuliffe’s old 
headquarters, there is a misspelled 
plaque that reads 

“In These Barracks General 

MAC AULIFFE Replied 
NUTS 
Che Germans 
On Dec. 22, 1944.” 

Ihe people here are very proud 
of it, but nobody is quite sure what 
‘nuts’ means, except that it is 
something spirited and brave and 
completely worthy of their town. 

East of the village another sign 

but in German—says “Recogne- 
Bastogne, German Military Ceme- 
tery,” and not far beyond it, 
‘Guest House—500 meters, cold 
food and flowers—German spok- 
en.” The chapel, when you 
enter it, is beautiful and silent. 
All the stones for the monument 
and graves were brought from 
Germany. Many people wonder 
why the Germans decided not to 
take the bodies back to their own 
country, but no one speaks crit- 
ically of it. Every gravestone, you 
notice, has flowers and a wreath 
on it. One, in the front rank, is for 
a boy born in 1927, which made 
him 17 years old at the time he was 
killed. 

The American War Memorial 
is located north of town. A tank 
turret is mounted on a cement 
marker by the road, and beneath 
it are inscribed two simple words: 
““Passerby, Remember.”

Germany 
Past the junction of the Saar 
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and Mosel Rivers, where we first 
smashed into the enemy heartland 
and established a bridgehead on the 
Siegfried Line, is the city of Trier, 
dazzling the visitor's eye today 
with energy and opulence: wide 
highways, modern buildings, a new 
railroad station that seems all glass 

Then for 85 miles the Mosel 
twists through soft hills straddled 
with distant castles that seem 
plucked out of fairy tales. Small, 
smug villages line its course with 
hardly a breath of air moving 
among them. This is where the 
Third Army swarmed through, 
but it is impossible now to imagine 
the river banks and this sluggish, 
gray water as being the scene of 
irresistible GI traffic. 

Soon the river skirts the city of 
Koblenz, a crazy quilt of old and 
new. Stolid medieval buildings are 
surrounded on all flanks by new 
hotels and restaurants and apart- 
ment buildings and shops in the 
glass-fronted modernistic style of 
the new Germany. Every second 
shop seems to be a Aonditorei, with 
happy middle-aged ladies and gen- 
tlemen inside feasting off creamy 
cakes. The other shops are festooned 
with exotic sausages or contain 
hardware and household goods. 

Moving northward up the Rhine, 
after passing the point of land 
called the Deutsche Eck, where the 
Mosel and Rhine meet, and where 
the Third and First Armies also 
met on March 17, 1945, you find 
the scenery as spectacular as you 
remember it: tall cliffs with far- 
away castles; cobbled towns of 
gingerbread houses and oaken 
Bierstuben; tiny ferrybeats lacing 
the river; inns where continuous 
wine-tasting goes on at wooden 
tables set on the grass. But the 
fabled industriousness of postwar 
Germany interrupts the view. Rail- 
road tracks run between the road 
and the river, and trains travel 
them continuously. River traffic is 
heavy and noisy. Starting at the 
break of dawn, the sound is like 
flocks of angry ducks over Times 
Square, and the fumes are a good 
Germanic substitute for Los Angeles 
smog 

Familiar names lead _ north: 
Andernach, with its four-towered 
Romanesque basilica; Remagen, 
with its memory of the Lunden- 
dorff Bridge, the biggest German 
snafu of the war; the ominous steep 
cliffside of the Erpeler Lay on the 
east bank, where German artillery 
was poised to prevent a crossing 
until the end of eternity ; Peterberg, 
with the mountaintop Red Cross 
Club now back in civilian hands; 
Mehlem and Godesberg, where 
the embassies are. And, ultimately, 
Bonn, the sleepy university town 
that shook itself out of the ‘rubble 
one day after the war and dis- 
covered it had become a major 
world capital 

BONN has every square inch 
I ny its space rented, rebuilt, or fast 
rebuilding. There are fine subur- 
ban homes with flowered lawns, 
and huge, shiny government build-

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ings crammed along the Rhine 
front. Only the university campus, 
a large, park-like area in the center 
of town, and the old marketplace, 
in front of Beethoven's house, re- 
main unchanged. A single recog- 
nizable landmark stands out: the 
Munster Church on the main 
square. All around it now are 
department stores, men’s and wom- 
en's clothing shops, and half a 
hundred beer halls, pastry shops, 
and sausage emporiums 

BERLIN, the capital of old 
Germany, has also changed con- 
siderably since the last time you 
were there—if you were among 
the few who got there after the 
fighting had ended. From the air, 
if you arrive by night, the city’s 
division is clear. East Berlin looks 
like a sad dark-gray Christmas tree 
with too few ornaments, while the 
West Zone is a sea of brilliance; 
Kurfurstendanim, its main street, 
is an island of colored neon. Your 
head spins with signs of change 
and vitality and re-creation. The 
architecture is the most modern in 
Europe, rebuilt areas literally spar- 
kling with glass and polished stone 
arranged in imaginative planes and 
angles 

There are plenty of scars and 
war ruins—large vacant areas be- 
hind the Kurfurstendamm and in 
outlying parts of the West Zone, 
where jagged hunks of old build- 
ings still stand—but the over-all 
impression, everywhere, is of hun- 
dreds of strings of shiny pearls 
poking up through the ruins 

Everywhere you turn, there is 
new life: rich hotels, theaters. air- 
line offices, exhibition halls, plush 
sidewalk cafes. There are new 
nightclubs and beer cellars, and 
restaurants that serve Chinese, 
French, Italian, or German food 
Shops are filled with an opulent 
overabundance. Traffic races along 
the streets. Such an irresistible ex- 
citement fills the air that there is 
no time for visitors or Berliners 
themselves to stop and think about 
the suffering of the past or the 
uncertainty of the future 

At every turn, you notice, also, 
American associations. Monu- 
ments and buildings all over the 
city attest to our country’s aid and 
generosity. The Americans gave us 
this, the people will tell you, the 
Americans gave us that; this uni- 
versity was built by one American 
organization or foundation, that 
library by another. Of course, al- 
most all the rebuilding in West 
Germany was sparked by U. S. 
taxpayers’ money used in the Mar- 
shall Plan, a noble and most suc- 
cessful effort to prove man’s 
humanity to man 

The Soviet Zone is disappoint- 
ing if you expected excitement and 
adventure and Third Men follow- 
ing you amidst more dramatik 
ruins, and people you immediately 
recognize as Communists and 
others steeped in misery, begging 
to be allowed to hide in your trunk 
compartment and be srmuggled in- 
to the West. It isn’t like that at all. 

The ruins are certainly over- 
whelming, but not dramatic as you 
expected. A procession of roof- 
less columns and crumbled, saw- 
toothed walls and windswept, 
buckled floors and the cracked

remains of wide marble stairs pass- 
es as you drive east of the Branden- 
burg Gate, the boundary of the 
Western Zone. You know that 
these were all once imposing build- 
ings, but they look as if whatever 
happened to them happened a 
very long time ago. You feel as if 
you are visiting ruins of ancient 
Greece or Carthage 

Beyond the Gate, there is more 
building and repair than you an- 
ticipated. There are large shops 
and housing developments, and 
broad streets. The ruins that re- 
main are bigger and nastier and 
have a less-tended look than those 
in the West Zone, but Stalin-Allee, 
the show-place of the Communists, 
is lined with eight and ten story 
apartment buildings and is almost 
as built up as the Kurfurstendamm. 
\fter its own nationalized fashion, 
it is equally impressive 

BERCHTESGADEN never 
offered the bitter resistance we 
once thought it might, but if you 
were with the 3rd Division of the 
Fifteenth Corps of Patch’s Seventh 
Army when it occupied the city, 
the town has poignant memories 
It is the last place you entered in 
anger. This is where you heard that 
the fighting had stopped, and this 
is where your present tour might 
logically end 

Surprisingly, Berchtesgaden was 
untouched when you came here 
the first time. It seemed very Ba- 
varian, tuned to yodels and clean 
living. The fine hotels were intact 
and the people on the streets and 
mountain paths looked like char- 
acters out of a Strauss musical. It 
was impossible to associate this 
with any of the horrors of war 
Only the famous “Eagle's Nest,”’ 
Hitler’s hide-out that he so seldom 
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used, was in ruins--and not so 
much from the battles as from the 
post-battle work of Moroccan gou- 
mers and other French troops seek- 
ing revenge and souvenirs 

here were also, you recall, many 
out-of-bounds areas where stray 
Nazis were reportedly holding out, 
and where the famous “last re- 
doubt” had been built, supposedly 
to allow the cream of the S.S. to 
hold off the Allies for another 50 
years 

Berchtesgaden today is still very 
Bavarian, still addicted to clean, 
mountain living. The people you 
see in the streets still look as if 
they'd break into a yodel if you so 
much as whistled in their direction 
But many of them now are Ametri- 
cans, for this is part of the U.S. 
Armed Forces Recreation Center 
in the Bavarian Alps. 

The famous Platterhof Hotel, 
near the site where Hitler wrote 
“Men Kampf,” is now known as 
the General Walker Hotel. There 
are nine other American-run hotels 
complete with barber shops, baby- 
sitting facilities, ski and tennis and 
golf instructions, libraries, fishing 
tours, and ski lifts. Everything is 
here that a GI dreamed of for his 
postwar family vacation. 

But you realize that few of the 
soldiers reaping these rewards to- 
day had anything to do with win- 
ning them, or even give your old 
war much thought. You might feel 
a twinge of private resentment that 
the past seems to have faded away 
so quickly. But this is the essence of 
war's futility and mankind's relent- 
less progress. New generations are 
meant to prevail. Wars will never 
hold them down, for there will 
always be someone creeping from 
the ruins to build again and to live
